In No- 
renHber he was arre ted again by 
anaed police, who came to the 
bouae at S:SO tn the morning.

On the firat of March we 
went to Dubl'n together. There he 
a'as nabbed by members of the 'O' 
or s»>y d'rHon of the Royal Irish 
Cftna^sbulsrv. They would not tell 
me where they won> fak'ng my hus- 
band, but I found tuil afterward It 
wa.s to a pr'son In Dublin. It wbs 
a ferr'ble plar^. utterly hare. w"th 
holes In the cell doors so that the 
ocfturants could he constantly under 
surre'Ilanee. I was dMraaaad to 
ee tbroneb theae doors that uany 
roung boys were confined there. 
Next day my liuaband wa* taken to 
Belfast, where be waa confined for 
thr<^ weeks. Sand then to Dunda^k. 

"My baby wae horn soon after. 
\t Terenre s request 1 went to Cork 
"before, as he said he wished the 
child to he horn In the cUv wiiere 
It would probably have to fight for 
Irish freedom. As soon a; I was 
able I took the bahy to see him In 
prison, for I feared he would be de- 
ported .any day, and might nerer see 
tbe eblld. On the ith of Sactomber 
be wa**deported and tokaa- to Lta- 
coln. wbera neither I nor other 
membera of bis ftolly wera per- 
mitted to see him. All my letters 
lo him were censored. He returned 
In March. 1919. Mr. Buttorfeld 
was then Lord Mayor.

to the Smith-Towner educational 
bill, propoalng the creation of a 
Federal Department of Education, 
with a Secretary at Its head, who Is 
to be a member of the President's 
Cabinet, ftae dnncerons Undmxeles 
Inherent In thi« bill, the tendency to 
centrallie power in tke hnadi ot 
Federal (}OTemtn«Bt, to latertor* 
wlith the rights of parents ia the 
education of their eliUdrsa, to min- 
imize State rights, to usurp eontrod 
of education, render active opposi- 
tion to the bill the duty of all 
American citiiens champloninfc the 
cause of freedom ot t^ucatlon and 
of opposition to State Socialism. 
The fact that the advocatee of the 
MU. sponserai toy tlio National Bdu- 
eatloB AsBMlatioa, are prepared to 
secure its paasaga U at all possible, 
is an additional IndaMnsat to ac- 
tion Their readiness is mUeneed 
by the declaration, printed Tn tbe 
October Issue of the Bulletin of 
that organisation, by Fred M. Hun- 
ter, only recently elected President 
of that orffanlzHtion. atatlnj?: 

"The most important undertaking 
!o which our association Is com- 
m!ttp<l is the promotion of the 
Smith Towner b!M. It« passage will 
mean the greatest forward step ever 
taken in tbia eovntry. No efforts 
will be spared to seenre its enact- 
ment at the next session oC Con- 
gress. Evtry organisatioa a^d 
every Individual should sstssai it a 
privilege to giva earnest svpiport to 
this great cause." 

Knowledge of the purport and 
narfVuIarly of the tendency of the 
bill should add incentive to tho do- 
terminatlon to praj^nt It spassaRe; 
the tactics employed by the advo- 
cates of the measure also serve to 
arouse opposition. As to tbe par- 
nose and tendency, tbess bSTC. we 
ballore, boea eareCally set fortb 
time and asaia ia tbe eolamns oti 
tbe Catbolle press. Recenlfy, how- 
erer, some of our contentions have 
been admttted even by advocates of 
'he bill. The School Review, of 
ChlcBRo, for Instance, frankly states 
that lh(» liill I rovidea such .luper- 
vlglon and control of KChools by 
Foderal authority cm wo oppose. 
While the N. E. A. perBlstontly 
•boated: "We propose co-operation: 
we do not Interfere with the several 
States," the Scbool Rovisw tells tbe 
N. E. A. and aU trieads of tbo bfH: 
"It Is a cheap eampalga «ry from 
the housetop that tbo proposed de- 
partment has no powers of saper- 
vislon. It has as tbe bill stands." 

The School , Review, thus assert- 
ing that the bill provides greater 
power than the N. E. A. pretends It 
does. Insists that this power be In- 1 
preased, and incidentally uIho that 
the money appropriation be Increas- 
ed by an amendment to the bill. 
Rays that organ wbleb, 1st it be an- 
derstood. faTors tbe bill: "Tbe bMl 
ought to be amended to fire to the 
department mors power." And re- 
gard'ng the financial aid provided 
in the measure, the sum of $100.- 
000,000 anntiaiMy, the School Re- 
view says editorially: "The whole 
business of the hundred millions is 
the moat amateurish piece of flnan- 
c'a! ley'alatlon that has ever been 
lit before Congress. It Is un- 
worthy ot a period of educat'nn 
whieb ia equipvod wltb scientific 
metbods ot stadyiag scbool admin- 
'«*rat'on." And as U to insist on 
"more power" as often as possible, 
the edUorlal mentioned continues to 
state that tbe teachers do not want 
a Federal department which would 
lack sufficient supervisory powers 
to bring backward States Into line.
